The acceptance or rejection of the | 
bids recently received by the city | 
trustees for the paving of several 
alleys in this city was again laid over! 
at Monday evening’s meeting of the 
city board. It is reported that all | 
bids will probably be rejected, as it is: 
felt that they are too high. 

An application from G. Galli and ■ 
E. Lombardi for a soft drink license 
was denied. 

The application of Joseph Mainini 
and Enrico Colombo for a soft drink 
license for the California Pool Hall 
was laid over one week. Mainini and j 
Colombo are reported to have pur¬ 
chased the place recently. 

A. Hynding appeared with reference 
to constructing a sewer under the S. 
P. tracks in the vicinity of the steel j 
mill. It was informally decided that 
members of the board act as a com- ] 
mittee with representatives of the 
Chamber of Commerce and Manufac- j 
turers’ Association to interview the, 
railroad company regarding this j 
proposition. 


Two serious automobile accidents 
in and near South San Francisco 
Sunday afternoon resulted in several 
people going to the hospital and dam¬ 
age that will amount to hundreds of 
dollars being done to four machines. 

About 4:30 o’clock an automobile 
owned and driven by Max Benkert of 
134 Duncan street, San Francisco, 
crashed into a car driven by R. Fahey 
of 518 Noe street, San Francisco. The 
accident occurred at the corner of 
Grand and Linden avenues, the Ben¬ 
kert in his machine were Mrs. Ben- 
while the other Vas coming north on 
Linden. The Benkert machine was 
completely overturned. With Mr. Ben¬ 
kert in hj, smachine were Mrs. Ben¬ 
kert, who sustained minor cuts and 
brui ;es, and Mr. and Mrs. W. Waldo of 
San Francisco and son, the last three 
escaping without injury. Benkert 
suffered a fractured left arm. The 
three occupants of the other car were 
uninjured. 

At about the same hour a car owned 
and driven by William B. Forbes of 
547 Baden avenue, South San Fran¬ 
cisco, met a machine owned and 
driven by Ben Geigler of San Fran¬ 
cisco at the turn in the Bay Shore 
highway on the hill above the first 
tunnel. Three occupants of Forbes’ 
machine were treated at the South San 
Francisco Hospital, Forbes, whose 
chest was crushed and his body 
bruised: Gus Poulos of 414 Commer¬ 
cial avenue, cuts about head and face, 
and Gus Anastopoulos, lacerations of 
head and chin. Paul Poulos, who was 
in the car, jumped when he saw the 
accident was inevitable and escaped 
injury. Forbes is still in the hospital, 
although his injuries are not consid¬ 
ered serious. The occupants of the 
other machine were taken to the 
Central Emergency Hospital in San 
Francisco, and their names or the 
extent of their injuries could not be 
learned. Both cars were badly dam¬ 
aged.

this city declines to take this as de¬ 
feat for the much-desired change. 
This was brought out at the Chamber 
meeting Tuesday night. It was point¬ 
ed out by several members interested f 
in the project that this decision on 
the official’s part was probably given, 
without knowledge of the receipts at 
the local office now. It was repre- ; 
sented that since the locating here of 
the Western Meat Company’s headj 
office and the offices of other plants, 
that annual receipts at this postoffice 
would doubtless reach far in excess of 
$10,000, the amount fixed by the post- 
office department as that which an 
independent office must have to secure 
free delivery. A committee was ap¬ 
pointed to get information as to the 
business of the local office and to 
send telegrams to the postmaster- 
general, Senator Shortridge, and Con¬ 
gressman Free urging the independ¬ 
ence of the local office. 

Secretary H. E. Smith informed the 
members present that South San 
Francisco was to be given a write-up 
in an annual edition of the Commer¬ 
cial News of San Francisco, to be 
issued soon. 

A communication was received from 
the Peninsula Bureau of Chambers of 
Commerce, stating that the bureau 
would be glad to indorse a proposition 
the local Chamber is fostering to se¬ 
cure a government appropriation for 
the dredging of a channel through the 
bar opposite this city. 

A communication from the San 
Francisco Chamber stated that that 
body had refused to sanction a propo¬ 
sition of the "Welfare League of San 
Diego” to have children sell tags on 
the street, and another which pur¬ 
ported to raise money for the benefit 
of veterans by the use of punchboards. 
The city Chamber warned that neither 
project seemed to have any official 
backing. 

The Chamber went on record as de¬ 
nouncing recent acts of violence in 
this city and other peninsula points 
perpetrated by an organization styling 
itself the Rank and File of the build¬ 
ing industries. 

Judge E. E. Cunningham reported 
for the committee on the proposed 
highway to connect Linden avenue 
with the state highway at Colma or 
Daly City, that this committee had 
made a survey of the route Tuesday 
morning. Those looking the ground 
over were Judge Cunningham, Super¬ 
visor Thomas L. Hickey, Andrew 
Hynding, E. C. Peck, J. J. Martin, 
James T. Casey of Colma, Mr. Hender¬ 
son of Mount Olivet Cemetery, and a 
representative of the Crocker estate. 
Judge Cunningham reported that 
Supervisor Hickey stated the county 
was ready to undertake the portion 
of the work that lay outside the 
boundaries of this city, but that about 
a mile and a half of the proposed road 
lay within the city limits. This, it 
was felt, would have to be taken care 
of by the South San Francisco Land 
and Improvement Company and the 
Crocker estate, owners of the prop¬ 
erty. Mr. Hynding, for the land com¬ 
pany, stated that a meeting of the 
company’s board of directors would 
be held soon, at which time the mat¬ 
ter will be gone into. 

A motion urging the city trustees 
to provide for the continuation of the 
tree planting campaign during the 
coming spring was passed. 


The entire county of San Mateo will 
be benefited if a new project, being 
fostered by the South San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce, meets with 
success. This is, in brief, the secur¬ 
ing of a government appropriation to 
dredge a channel through the bar 
which lies in the bay along the shore 
on the west side.

BELIEVED MURDER SUSPECT WILL 
REFUSE LEGAL AID; WOMAN 
SAYS MAN’S ALIBI OF BEING IN 
SAN JOSE WITH HER IS FALSE 


GREER ROAD AT WOODSIDE IS 
DECLARED COUNTY HIGHWAY; 
BOARD TO TAKE PART IN BIG 
SANTA CRUZ ROAD OPENING. 


The district court of appeal, upon 
the petition of 'Attorney William F. 
Herron of San Frandseo, granted a 
writ of habeas corpus Thursday 
ordering Hightower brought Into 
court at 10 o’clock Monday morning. 
This was Herron’s second attempt to 
obtain a writ for Hightower. The at* 
torney’s previous attempts had been 
repudiated by the suspect, who said 
he Intended to keep the matter of en¬ 
gaging counsel to himself. 

U was reported Thursday that 
Hightower had been in eommnnlea* 
tlon with Attorney E. J. Emmons of 
Bakersfield, a former state senator, 
and that Emmons may act as attorney 
for the defense when Hightower goes 
to trtaL Franklin Heck, law partner, 
was expected to arrive at Redwood 
City Thursday afternoon to confer 
with Hightower. In the meantime 
rumors are persistent at the county 
seat that sensational developments 
in the case may he expected .soon. 


The county supervisors met in spe¬ 
cial session at Redwood City Monday, 
the object of the meeting being to 
decide the status of Greer road at 
Woodside. ■Some weeks ago a com¬ 
plaint was received by the board from 
A. C. Heilman, stating that a neigh¬ 
bor, F. H. Huddart, had built a fence 
across the road which prevented him 
(Heilman) from reaching some of his 
property. The question for the county 
officials to decide was whether it was 
a county highway or not. The matter 
came in for considerable discussion, 
with the outcome that the road was 
declared a county highway. If Hud¬ 
dart refuses to remove his fence, the 
matter will be taken into court. From 
a statement of County Surveyor Geo. 
Kneese, it seemed that the road was 
deeded to the county in 1887. District 
Attorney Franklin Swart stated that 
the mere deeding to the county did 
not necessarily mean that it was a 
county road, it being necessary for 
the supervisors to formally declare it 
such. This was accordingly done, it 
being shown that the road had been 
used as a public highway for many 
years. 

A communication was received at 
the meeting from the Santa Cruz 
Chamber of Commerce, inviting the 
board to join the parade to be held 
Friday of this week to celebrate the 
formal opening of the new Los Gatos 
to Santa Cruz highway. The invita¬ 
tion was accepted. The parade will 
proceed from the civic center in San 
Francisco out Mission street to the 
state highway, down the peninsula, 
then to Los Gatos, and over the new 
road to the beach city. Starting at 
12:30, it is expected to reach Santa 
Cruz at about 5 o’clock. 

County Purchasing Agent E. H. 
Werder was authorized to secure new 
motorcycles for traffic officers in the 
Fourth and Fifth townships, turning 
in their old machines on the new 
ones. 

As Monday, September 5th, is a 
holiday, the board will hold its next 
meeting Tuesday, September 6th. 


water roadway between San 
cisco and the lower stretches of the 
bpy.

MRS. LORENZETTI INVITES 

FRIENDS TO BIRTHDAY PARTY 


Last Saturday night a large num¬ 
ber of friends attended a birthday 
party given in honor of Mrs. M. Loren- 
zetti of this city. A delightful supper 
was served at 8 o’clock, after which 
the guests danced until the wee small 
hours of the morning. Among the 
guests were many of Mrs. Lorenzetti’s 
friends from out of town, and all de¬ 
clared they had had a very pleasant 
evening. 


Although interest in the case of 
William Hightower, now held in the 
county jail at Redwood City charged 
with the murder of Father Heslin of 
Colma, is still keen, little of a striking 
nature has developed during the past 
weel;. 

Last Friday Hightower was ar¬ 
raigned and given a preliminary 
hearing before Judge Ellis C. Johnson 
of Daly’City, the session being held 
in the recorder’s court at San Bruno, 
evidently with the purpose of avoiding 
the crowds that are following every 
movement in the development of the 
case. District Attorney Franklin 
Swart had charge of the hearing for 
the people, Hightower conducting his 
own case. The chief point of interest 
at this hearing was brought out dur¬ 
ing the examination of Doris Shirley, 
now Mrs. L. V. Putnam, formerly 
Hightower's consort and associated 
with him about the time the priest 
was kidnaped and murdered. In 
questioning her, the defendant strove 
to have her corroborate his story that 
they were at San Jose the night of the 
abduction. This Mrs. Putnam posi¬ 
tively denied, thus exploding High¬ 
tower’s alibi. 

The defendant, who a week ago was 
deemed on the point of a breakdown 
and confession, has apparently rallied 
and now stoutly maintains hlB Inno¬ 
cence. Several attorneys have volun¬ 
teered to conduct his defense, but all 
these offers have so far been refused. 
The defendant is showing himself to 
be a man of keen, mentality as well 
as of unusual physical endurance. The 
date of his trial has not yet been 
fixed. 

District Attorney Swart created a 
stir recently by announcing that the 
abduction of Father Heslin was only 
one of four similar attempts that have 
been made on priests in the bay re¬ 
gion recently, the others being unsuc¬ 
cessful. Swart declined to state 
where the other attempts were made 
or who the intended victims were. 


No New Disturbances for Week; Men 
to Vote on Returning to Work. 


Man Discovered Without Raiment Says 
Sure Uure; Why Not Try It! 


No disturbances on building jobs in 
San Mateo county have been reported 
this week. The troubles of last week, 
when several men in Hillsborough 
and one in this city were beaten by 
gangs of men who had left their work 
on new buildings being constructed, 
were followed by the arrest of Wil¬ 
liam Flagler, business agent of the 
United Laborers of San Mateo county, 
Flagler being taken into custody by 
Burlingame officers and lodged in the 
jail at that city. His ball was set at 
$500, but later reduced to $250 cash. 
Flagler was charged with using vio¬ 
lent, abusive language to J. A. Gattis, 
a painter, when Gattis refused to 
leave his job on order of the Rank and 
File of the building trades. 

All building Jobs in the county are 
now being guarded by armed men to 
prevent further disturbances. 

All members of the Building Trades 
Council have been ordered to register 
a vote on returning to work on terms 
presented by the Industrial Relations 
Committee. The main points of these 
terms are a wage reduction of 7Ms 
per cent, no further reduction prior to 
November 12, 1921, before which date 
a new scale is to be arranged ef¬ 
fective February 1, 1922, and building 
to be conducted on the American 
plan. The vote returns must be in 
the hands of the Building Trades 
Council by Saturday night this week.

One of them fired and 
the ranger fell, wounded for the sec¬ 
ond time. 

With a wild yell the Indians rushed 
at him with uplifted tomahawks, but 
Higgins rose once more and shot one 
of them dead. The other two then at¬ 
tacked him with spears and toma 
hawks. Tom defended himself with 
his knife until he was knocked to the 
ground by a blow from a tomahawk 
which cut off one of his ears. 

Finally the ranger tore a spear from 
the grasp of one of the Indians and 
thrust It through the body of the oth¬ 
er. He was pulled to his feet as the 
savage fell. The surviving warrior re¬ 
treated toward his rifle and Tom, un¬ 
daunted by his wounds, staggered aft¬ 
er him. The unequal combat had been 
seen by the people In the fort, bnt they 
were afraid to come to his assistance 
until a brave woman, named Mrs 
Pursley, cried out: “1 will not see 
such a brave man die!” 

She sprang upon a horse and started 
to Higgins' aid. Shamed by her ex 
ample, several men galloped after her 
They reached the ranger Just ns a 
large party of Indians were ready to 
swoop down upon him. They threw 
Higgins, fainting from loss of blood 
across a horse and carried him hart 
to the fort In safety. 

Higgins did not recover from hi* 
wounds for many years, but In his old 
age he was given a pension for his 
heroic act and waa made a doorkeeper 
In the state assembly at VandHta.

Assistance of South San Francisco | 
shippers in cutting down loss and 
damage to freight is being sought by 
G. W. Holston, agent of the Southern 
Pacific Company here, who has made 
a special appeal for proper packing, 
marking, and loading. 

Mr. Holston pointed out that loss 
and damage freight claims, which on 
class 1 railroads mounted from $23,- 
346.965 in 1916 to $104,398,930 in 1920, 
represent absolute economic waste. 

"After settlement has been made,” 
he said, “no one is better off than he 
was before the loss or damage oc¬ 
curred, while the country is poorer 
to the extent of the value of the prop¬ 
erty destroyed, and the shipper is an¬ 
noyed at the failure of his goods to 
reach him In good order.” 

The Southern Pacific Company has 
inaugurated an intensive campaign 
among its employees during the 
month of September to demonstrate 
what can be done to eliminate loss 
and damage, and is asking shippers 
i to join in a common effort to reduce 
this dead loss.

THE LARGEST BRICK 
BUILDING 

T HE Pension Office Building, Wash¬ 
ington, D. C-, is often referred to 
as the largest brick building in the 
world. That statement is easy to be¬ 
lieve when one learns that 16,500,- 
000 bricks were used in its construc¬ 
tion. It is four stories high, exclusive 
of the basement, 400 feet long, 200 
feet wide and contains 175 rooms. 

The court contains eight columns, 
each eight feet In diameter at the base 
and 75 feet high. Each column con¬ 
tains more than 55,000 bricks and 
1,449 square feet of plaster, all beauti¬ 
fully colored In representation of 
many historical scenes. 

First occupied during the year 1885, 
this building was constructed as a 
memorial to the brave soldiers and 
sailors who had so well served their 
country during the Civil War, as well 
as to house the employees and records 
of the Pension Bureau. 

The corridor accommodates 18,000 
people and it is here that the pres¬ 
idential Inaugural balls have been 
held. 

Precious indeed are the records which 
are filed away In this great structure. 
In passing, it Is Interesting to note 
that the report of the commissioner 
In charge for a recent year, shows 
748,147 pensioners on Uncle Sam’s pay 
roll and the total disbursement as 
more than 8166,000,000.

Wednesday night the city trustees 
m et in regular session, the full board 
being present. The hall was filled 
with an interested audience come to 
find out who the new city marshal 
would be, all candidates being present 
in person. 

The trustees decided to suspend the 
regular order of business to enable 
Mr. Ferguson to present his report to 
the board relative to the reducing of 
the city's lighting bill, which now 
amounts monthly to $440, as against 
$360 in South San Francisco.

As regarding the 
proposition of the board to cut off the 
lighting of the streets one or two 
hours after midnight, Mr. Ferguson 
stated that this would involve an ex¬ 
pense of probably $3000, and just 
what the saving would amount to he 
was unable to say, but they were 
figuring out this matter and at the 
next meeting of the board he would 
probably be able to give exact figures. 
The board decided to wait until all 
figures were in its hands, but that 
meanwhile Commissioner of Fire and 
Light Patrick Kane should make a 
general survey of the city and report 
on the matter. 

On the board resuming the regular 
order of business, the city attorney 
brought up the matter of natural re¬ 
sources being exploited by the state 
rather than by private interests. In 
accordance with this, the following 
resolution was adopted: 

"Resolved, That this board is op¬ 
posed to the purchase by private 
interests of any of the natural re¬ 
sources of the state, especially those 
affecting hydro-electric power.”

gome fermented and salted vege¬ 
tables, like cucumbers, are eaten raw; 
ethers’, like cabbage (sauerkraut), are 
usually cooked. In general the fer¬ 
mented and salted products may be 
prepared for the table in much the 
same manner as the fresh vegetables, 
except that before being cooked they 
should be soaked in fresh water for 
several hours or longer, if necessary, 
m remove the salt, the water being 
changed several times. In some 
cases it may be necessary also to 
change the water once or twice dur¬ 
ing the boiling of the salted vege¬ 
tables. In this one should be guided 
by taste. 

To prepare the fermented or salted 
corn for the table, rinse it thoroughly 
and soak for four or five hours, j 
changing the water frequently. In i 
general it will be found more satis-) 
factory to remove practically all the j 
acid flavor from the fermented corn. 
After soaking, place the corn in cold 
water and bring to boil, pour off the j 
water, add fresh cold water, bring to 
boil again, and cook until tender. The 
cooked salted or fermented corn may 
be used in many ways. The follow- j 
ing recipe for corn chowder is recom¬ 
mended by household specialists of 
the United States Department of Agri- ! 
culture: i 

Corn Chowder 
\ pound cold beef, or 
U pound salt pork or bacon. 

2 potatoes. 

1 onion. 

(4 green pepper. 

1^4 cups cooked corn, or more. 

1 cup tomatoes. 

3 tablespoons flour. 


1 cup milk or cream. 

1 teaspoon salt. 

V* teaspoon pepper. 

Cut the beef or pork into cubes; 
cover well with water. Add the to¬ 
mato and cook slowly for about two 
hours. Then add the potato, onion, 
pepper, corn, and seasonings. Cook 
until the vegetables are tender. Mix 
the flour with a little cold water, add 
to the other Ingredients, and cook 
slowly for five or ten minutes. Add 
the milk or cream. Serve hot.

GOOD RINGS NECESSARY 

TO PREVENT SPOILAGE ; 
— 

Spoilage of canned goods frequently 
has been traced to the use of poor 
rubber rings. The fruit or vegetable 
canned may be fresh from the garden,: 
the jars and tops may be perfect and 
absolutely clean, the processing may [ 
be done in the right way for the right 
length of time, but if the rubber rings 
are not reliable, much of the good 
work goes for naught. 

The best quality of rubber ring is 
needed by the housekeeper who uses 
any method of canning in which the 
ring is heated with the jar and its I 
contents. If the rubber ring develops 
imperfections after it has been heated [ 
the required time, it is necessary to 
replace it and again process the jar., 
Canning demonstrators of the United' 

States Department of Agriculture have 

\ 

been studying the requirements of a 
good rubber ring in order to eliminate 
this cause of canning trouble. 

Tests of thousands of rings dls-1 
closed the fact that color, despite 
popular opinion, has nothing to do 
with the quality or strength of the! 
rubber. A ring should be able to j 
support a weight of thirteen pounds 
without breaking. 

To make a perfect seal, rubber [ 
rings suould possess elasticity enough
